Senior Tim Anderstrom was 
in the cafe when the power went 
The announcement that classes 
were cancelled did not come 
immediately after the incident 
so a few unlucky students had 
to attend their dimly lit classes. 
Junior Pat Hermes said, “I was 
in the H-Feck for class when the 
power went out, Nobody could 
see anything; we were using the 
lights from our cell phones to 
find our way around 
the building?' 

On the other hand, Trisha 
Cleveland, a senior, wasn't very 
upset about going to class. She 
stated, U I don't know, I liked 
having class in the dark..it was 
easier to take a nap.” 

Despite all the confusion go¬ 
ing on inside, a bigger mess was 
being dealt with outside. The 
fallen power lines and poles had 
strategically chosen a few un¬ 
lucky cars as their victims.

pleasures: fried foods and mini- 
doughnuts* 

In order to build, this spec¬ 
tacle, about 3000 volunteers 
from across Minnesota where 
needed. This also included a 
team of 20 volunteer architects 
from the Minneapolis firm SSL/ 
Leo A and 250 volunteer union 
electricians* The task of com¬ 
pleting the palace was undoubt¬ 
edly an amazing challenge. Each 
ice block can support 800 
pounds of pressure per square 
inch. The ice blocks 


were individually sawed from 
Lake Phalen in nearly perfect 
uniform size. 

Not only is the Ice Palace 
breathtaking because of its ar¬ 
chitecture, it also boasts an 
amazing light and sound show. 
The Palace is illuminated with 
bright flashes of color , per¬ 
fectly choreographed to ener 
gized music. 

Even though the tempera¬ 
tures were nearly below zero, it 
was easy to find enjoyment 
walking around looking at 



amazing sculptures made 
entirely out of ice and snow. 
The return of the Ice Palace was 
a frigid experience with a warm 
welcome.
